EXPECTED FOR STATE 



Heavy Penalties for Exceeding 
Speed Limits and for Run- 
ning Away After Striking 
Any Person 



ALBANY, N. Y., May Gov. 
Hughes today signed the Callan bill, 
providing for the registration of auto- 
mobiles and the licensing uf chauf- 
feurs, a measure which it is estimated 
will yield an annual revenue to the 
state of about $1!, BOO, 000. Autos of 
-.") horcspower or less are to be taxed 
$5, between L'5 ivr.d 35 horsepower $10, 
between 3.5 and GO horsepower $15, 
and $25 for all others except conimer- 
cial vehicles, which are to bo taxed 
a Hat rate of $5. Chauffeurs are to 
I'.ay an annual license fee of $5, and 
will bo compelled to carry a licence 
containing their names, photograjihs 
and general description. 

The new law goes into effect on 
August Ist. The new law permits a 
speed of thirty miles an liour in the 
country, but provides that at all times 
autos must be driven In a prudent 
manner. First class cities are auth- 
orized to fix speed limits. Speed in 
other cities, and villages must not ex- 
ceed fifteen miles an hour. Each 
machine must have displayed at the 
front and rear on a placard at least 
fifteen Inches long and in figures 
four, inches ,lvl£rh' the number of the 
license^M'the color to be changed each 
year. . . 

■riiree-flonvlctionB of speed .violation 
will render the' iloenSe of a chaffeur 
void fol" not lesa 'thdri,sisc months. A 
chauffeur may be Itriprlsoned for a

All 
fines and penalties collected are to bo 
turned into the state trenaur.v to be 
uesd for the repair and maintenance 
of state roads. A reciprocity clause 
gives owuiers of cars in other states 
the sanS privileges as those given 
Ne-w Yore motorists in their states.

Severe Remarl<s on Conduct of 
Nationalist Faction in Egypt 
—People Not Capable qj 
Self-Govemment . ' > 



LONDON, May 111, —Quite unexpected- 
ly, Theodore Ilousovelt today dolivcred 
what Is considered by ICnglisbmen a 
severe arraignment of. tho nation In its 
attitude ' towards ' Kgypt ■ ''^Something 
picturesque was looked for from tho 
former .President, but in view of his ut- 
terances ^Ih Egypt, in which he gave 
praise In full measure to tho British 
government for tho development that 
followed Britlsli rule, it was not antici- 
pated that he woirld revert again to that 
subject, especially for the purpose of 
taking Fngland to task. 

But with a frankness that caused a 
stir among those who had gathered In 
the ancient Guildhall to witness the cere- 
mony of conferring upon him the free- 
dom of the oily of London. Mr. Roose- 
velt declared that while Britain had 
given Fgypt tho best government in two 
thousand years, yet recent events fol- 
lowing the assassination . ..of ' Premier 
Boutros Pasha had, showp'tliat In certain 
vital points the British, government had 
erred, and England must repair this 
error if She-wished to do her full duty ' 
He "called' attention to' the fact . 'that 
England's primary object in taking hold 
In Egypt was tho establishment of order 

"Either yon have or you have! not the 
right to remain In Egypt and establish 
and keep order," lie said. "If you have, 
not tho right and have not the deslro' tb ■ 
keep order, then by all means got oiit. 
But If, as I hope, you feel that your duty 
to civilized mankind and your fealty to 
your own great traditions alike bid you 
to stay, then make • the fact and the 
name agree, and show that you are ready 
to moot In very deed the responsibility 
which is yours. 

"■When a jieoplo treats assassination 
as the corner stone of self-government, 
it forfeits all right to lie treated as 
worthy of self-government. Some na- 
tion must govern Dgypt. I hope and be- 
lieve that iho ICngllsh nation will decide 
that the duty la theirs." 

Mr. Roosevelt dwelt upon what ho 
called the baneful Influence of the na- 
tionalist party In Egypt, which had 
shown, he said, in connection with tlio 
murder of,, Ihe Premier, that it was 
neither desirous' or capable' of guaran- 
teeing justtoe. Nor had England shown 
enough of its strength.

Their operations would figure In 
provincial economy also as a user of 
forest waste.

advantage to the province would bo' 
obvious. In lumber this would boi 
worth about thirty dollars, while for 
first class pulp it would be fifty-five I 
dollars. As for tho pulp industry ln| 
Its labor employing capacity, he point- 
ed to tho fact that the establishment, 
of a one-hundred ton pulp mill in the 
Quebec town of Grande Mere had! 
liroduced a population of five thou-! 
sand people. It was generally recog- j 
nized that one ton fibre capacity In; 
a mill would give employment toj 
forty people, and It was estimated] 
that there would be a dependent} 
population upon the mill which It was| 
now proposed to establish, of about; 
twelve hundred. This was a great, 
opportunity for British Columbia. 
Europe, the birth-place and chlefj 
centre of fibre inilp manufacture was' 
already beginning to show Itself at n' 
marked disadvantage in oonsequenco 
of the rapid diminution of the avail- 
able raw material.

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SOUTH AFRICA 

Yesterday the Union of South Af- 
rica became an accomplished fact, 
and General Botha, that redoubtable 
enemy of Britain In the Boer war, 
became Premier of the new self -gov- 
erning IDonilnlon. He sent the fol- 
lowing- message to the Capo Times: 

"We rejoice that the Ifilon has be- 
come an accomplished fiAit. May we 
be a united peop'.o with hearts united 
as well as lands, a peaceful, iirogrcs- 
slve portion of the Empire." 

There Is something truly wonder- 
ful In this consummation of the plans 
for the union cil' tlie South African 
Colonies under ilie Brltlsli Crown. 
Loss than a ilec-ailo !ins i)assod since 
President KriiR(>r chorislied tlu? Idea 
that it was within tlie power of tlio 
Boers to drive th6 British into tlie 
sea, and now we have Briton and 
Boer uniting in forming a groat .self- 
governing Dominion as a part of the 
British Empire, The countries in- 
cluded in the Union are: 

Cape Colony, area 276,995 square 
miles; populatli ' S2S.171:. of whom 
5S0,3SO are European; c 

Natal, area 29.200; population 1,011,- 
645. of whom 29,200 are European; 

Transvaal, area 111,196 square 
miles; population 972,074. of whom 
297,277 are European; 

Orange River Colony, area 50,000 
square miles; population 241,626, of 
whom 143,419 are European. 
■ Total 667,390 square miles; popula- 
tion 4,151,117,of whom 1,118,176 are 
European. Those returns of popula- 
tion are several, years old. 
, There remain of British possessions 
''not Included in the Union, Southern 
.Rhodesia, Basutoland, Bechuanaland 
and Swaziland, with an area of near- 
ly half a million Kquaro niile.s and a 
population of about a million, of whom 
less than fifteen thousand are Euro- 
pean. To the north of Rhodesia lies 
British Central Africa, whose irregu- 
lar frontiers extend as far north as 
Lake, Tanganyilca, and contain within 
them as much area as is in all South 
Africa, whether In the Union or not. 
In other words of the southern part 
of Africa an area having approxi- 
mately an extent of 2,500,000 square 
miles belongs to the British Empire. 
AVe think it may reasonably be as- 
sumed that in the case of the South 
African Union the example of Can- 
ada will be followed and the great 
hinterland to the north will pass un- 
der the direct control of tlie new Do- 
minion in course of time. 

The new Government has sorlou.s 
problems to face. There Is first the 
racial problem as It relates to tlie 
English <ind Dutch settlors. The dis- 
position among the jioople is to avoid 
friction and we are strongly of the 
opinion that none will develop. The 
Dutch have abandoned the Idea of In- 
dependent existence, and will not be 
alow to adjust themselves to British 
connection In every way and to live 
on good ti-rin.s with their English- 
speaking iiciglibors. The personal 
lufluence and profound sagacity of 
General Botha will be Invaluable In 
preventing any diflieulty at the out- 
set, and if tile new .sliip of .state is 
safely launched, her course will 
doubtless be smooth. The other pro- 
hlcm Is presented b.v the black ijopu- 
latlon. Very little more than twen- 
ty-live per cent, of the population of 
the new Dominion are of European 
origin, and under this head the Boer.-! 
are, of course, Included. It is out of 
the question to grant the black races 
a volco in the government of the 
country, and in the conrsn of time, as 
olvllization ;iiid .sfttlemont extend 
over the land, the luesenec of such a 
large number of people In an inferior 
position may give rise to very serious 
difficulties. 

Of the new Dominion It can bo said 
with confidence that It co.Ttains wlth- 
»Jii itself all the elements of a nation. 
'It possesses great natural wealth. It 
has a good climate. It.s .-lenboard is 
'valuable and strategically situated a.s 
respects the commerce of the world. 
Its white population is of sturdy 
stock, and a very large element of it 
fjs full of enterprise. Fair treatment 
■i . llias made- the Dutch clement loyal to 
the Crown, and the strongili of the 
Empire, as It was ay.serted in the war, 
Jglves the English elemenl ii feeling of 
..' ^joonfldonoefthat they .need not tear In- 
ijustlce. , Canaad Will wish- the new 
Union every measure of .sjiccess. 

Td'WORK FOR PEACE 

A London despatch to thr. New 
York Herald, of tho l!2nd Inst., said 
that all London was j;talklng.i..pver a 
supposed understanding 'between the 
King and tho Kaiser that they should 
work together to promote tho peace 
of tho world. PoKsibly the wish is 
father to tho thought, but there is 
nothing Improbable In tho sugge.>jtlQn. 
»5 Vj iiWo know that the King has ito mili- 



tary ambition, and that. If ho had, his 
pcriional wishes on such a point would 
not compel tho people of tlie Elniplre 
to fall in with any deaignB he might 
cherish. We know ■ that - Ihd' British 
Empire Is not seeklr.s terrltorlai ag- 
grundlzeracnt, nnd that there la not tho 
remotest present possibility that the 
United K!jigdoin, wiU be the aggres- 
sor in any war. The Kaiser had been 
charged with a flesire to have a mili- 
tary career; but he is now a man of 
fifty-one years, and has been at the 
hfettd of tho Gorman Empire for 
twenty-two, and he has done nothing 
to disturb the peaceioll Kurope. Oc- 
casions have not " been ' 'infrequent 
when. If ho had sought an excuse for 
precipitating war, ho would not have 
had tar to look for them. Ho is at 
the head of what Is supposed- to bo 
the greatest fighting force ever or- 
ganized on land. As he t)as the ' means 
of fighting and has had" opportunities 
to do so if ho were so disposed, the 
fact that ho has not broken tho peace 
is, at least prime facie evidence that 
he has no desire to engage in war. It 
would not be at all inconsistent with 
hla record if he should unite with the 
King in a Isag^ie of peace. Tho In- 
duence of such an understanding 
would be enormous, although it 
would not of necessity prevent war. 

The time has passed when monarchs 
made war to satisfy their own ambi- 
tions. It is commonly said that Na- 
poleon III. wa.s tired by ainbltiun only 
wlieii he declared war against I'rii.s- 
sla; but the impartial lilatorlan will 
concede that he only did ao because 
lio was forced by the web of circum- 
stances which Bismarck had woven 
around lilm to take that stop. Ilia 
own shortslghtednos.s m.'iy have led 
him into Bisniarck'.s trap, but not his 
ambition. But times have changed 
since Bismarck's day, recent though 
that was. We will not have wars In 
the future unless there is something 
like a popular demand for them. Tho 
tenure ot sovereignty Is too feeble for 
any one enjoying it to jeopardize It in 
an unpopular war with all the uncer- 
tainty that would attend it, but tho 
world Is not yet safe from tlie danger 
that may arise from a popular de- 
mand for war. 

Among the danger spots of tho Old 
World, Morocco occupies a prominent 
place. This African kingdom is rich 
In natural resources, anS-they are at 
last being developed. German as 
well as French and Engllsli capital is 
being invested tlierc. Some well-ln- 
I'ormcd persons lielieve that France is 
aiming at adding Morocco to Algeria, 
and If this should be done the trade 
of the country would be largely with 
France. It is said that the United 
Kingdom Is not averse to French oc- 
cupation of Morocco, because it will 
strengthen the liritlsh possession in 
Egypt. The Gcrnuui people would not 
view with approval the consummation 
of a policy that might close the doors 
of Morocco in their faces. Henre in 
spite of what diplomats might wisli to 
do, tho demands of trade might easily 
create in Morocco conditions for whicli 
there would be no other solution than 
war. Another danger point is in the 
Balkan Peninsula. Austria wants a 
sea-coast. She needs an outlet for 
lier growing iiopulation. Tlie same 
causes that overhrow the Roman 
Empire are operating in Central 
Europe, namely a population is grow- 
ing up too great for the country It In- 
lialjit.s. The sagacity of statesmen 
may be able to discover means where- 
by this expansion can go on .smoothly 
without involving wars over the recti- 
fication or enlargement of frontiers, 
but there Is always in conditions of 
this nature the possibility of war. 

Hence, while It would be good news. 
Indeed, if we were told on authority 
that tlie King and Kaiser had resol\'- 
ed to work together lor the peace of 
the world, it would bo premature to 
;;:r;roae that their co-operation, innu- 
entlal though it might be, would re- 
move all danger of war or lead speed- 
ily to a policy of disarmament. ^Ve 
find no ditilculty in believing that all 
the statusmen of tho world desire 
peace. We are prepared to concede 
that the people of all the nations are 
averse to war. But there are influ- 
ences at work that the wisdom ot 
statesmen and the desires of the ijco- 
ple may not be able to counteract.

Many a time have we told others tho 
wonderful tilings we would do "when 
our ship came in." A ship came in 
the other day in Montreal, and tho 
most interested watcher of her aij- 
proach was our friend Mr. D. D. Mann.

plant. Ivlghl In front of him, as h<' 
leers over the counter, will be a mass 
of shining brass-, ditils, electric light 
bulbs and Hiindry other pieces of 
nii'chanl.sin which. If he lia.s an extra 
guilty con.scienee, will bring to his be- 
chnuied nilnd visions of the electric 
chair, It will i)rovo nothing more 
serious, however, than the new switch 
board, Jnst installed, whereby the po- 
lice signal alarm sy.ste-m Is to be oper- 
ated, the faithfulness of the constables 
on patrol registered and .the mechan- 
ical end of the police work controlled. 

The new switch board, with alarm 
boxes etc., recently purchased from the 
Gamewell Company, have' arrived and 
are now being installed.

signal . ever.v fifteen minutes will en- 
foroo regular and constant ])alrolllng.

'There does not .secni, liowe\-er, to be 
anv plan roliow,.fi ln the adornment 
111 the place. I.;ach follows iier own 
iiU'linatlon or ta.ste, for, apart from 
tho ercctlun el' nioaiimonts, It is wo- 
men w lui lake upon themselvos the 
duty oi cariiiy for the last resting 
I'lace of the dead. There Is a great 
ileal or inuiiey speiu in one wa.v or 
other at Itoss Hay. How much more 
_%vould be retmlrccl to employ such a 
staff ns would he iirce.ssary to carr\- 
out some plan tliat would result in 
making this hillside one ot the love- 
liest spots on the continent is a mat- 
ter well worth consiaerlng. It may 
be X\\oX under proper management, the 
sums now contributed by private In- 
dividuals with the city grant would 
cover the cost of all necessary out- 
lay. 

Another matter that ought to be 
decided at once is Whether the ceme- 
tery Is to he still further enlarged or 
whether the present space Is all that 
will be permitted toibe acquired for 
that purpose. In cither event there 
Is no reason why the present site 
should be abandoned for many gener- 
ations. There l.s all the more rea- 
son why steps .should be taken with- 
out delay to iirevent tlie ovorgi'owth 
which has caused iiain to so many In 
tile case of the Quadra street ccinc- 
tory. Would it not he well for the 
women of Victoi-la to make enq'ulrics 
into a matter th'at ronccrns them very 
nearly '^ 

■While It Is ver.*.- .satisfying lo learn 
rrnin the statement ol' the Medical 
Meallli Olllccr ibat there are so few 
conta.i?ioiis disetiscs In tile city, it is 
to be lio;)eil that no time \vlU be lost 
In making; the. Isolation hn.'jiiitar all 
that such an institution should be. 

Are there any l)\--laus In \'lctori,'i 
conecrnlnf,' thi. proper protection of 
food diirin;^ the siimm(!r naintli.s'.' Xow 
that the fruit .sea.son is on, strawber- 
ries and other small fruits intemieil 
to be eaten raw- ougiit to be kept 
from being covered with dust and 
flics. Buyers have, to some extent, 
the control of this matter In tlKir 
own hands. If housekeepers were to 
resolve not lo buy berries which are 
left uncovered, those who sell fruit 
would take pains to screen them. But 
even careless and ignorant people 
■Hliould be protected from the danger 
to health that comes from using food 
that has been exposed to contamina- 
tion. This Is a matter to which the 
Jledlcal Health Offlcer might well di- 
rect his attention. 

Till- health espc-Tls of both l.ioston 
aiiil .\ew Vork ha\'e been studying 
the milk supplv or those cities in all 
Its aspects. Doctors at Harvard I'ni- 
\'ersit\- \clio !ia\'e made bacterioloK.v 
a subject Of siiecial .study have found 
that pasteurization, .-is Kenci'ally prac- 
ticed, does not (iesti'o\- the dangerous 
baclerl.-i in milk so completely as to 
render It s.afe to use after it ha.s been 
ke])i a long' time, tin the other hand, 
the heat does destroy lIvhiK organ- 
isms which an; not Injurious lo 
health. All that milk from healthy 
c )ws needs, these authorities sa.\-, is 
to kt ( |i it jierfeclh' clean, and the 
onp- in eservati Vf allowable is Ice. 

Then.- is no city which can al'ford 
ti I'livr a milk supply which is not 
pure, hut X'Ictoria is espec!all\' for- 
tunate in Its rreednm from e.xtreme 
lie.al. There are ver.v few days e\e",i 
i.i midsummer when milk placed '.n a 
cool iila.e cannot be kepi sweet f(n- 
twenty-four hours. The necessity of 
making' every vcsst^l i:i wliloli nillU Is 
kept, as sweet as boiling water can 
make it cannot too often be impress- 
cti upon all housekeepers. 

The people of \V,lnnli)eg have es- 
tablished a Juvenile Court In that city 
and a full report of Its work for the 
yeay lOOS-Inny has been issued by F. 
■T. Billiarde, .Suiieriiitcndent of Neglect- 
ed Cliildren. The people of the Prai- 
rie City seem to be fully alive to the 
danger of allowing children to grow up 
uncared fof. The detention home has 
been put In charge of Staff Captain and 
Mrs. McAmmond of the ' Salvation 
Army. Playgrounds were opened In 
many parts of the city. These were 
tdther supervised by monitors or the 
children were encouraged to establisli 
a system of self-government. The sup- 
erintendent himself acted as chief pro- 
bation offlcer and the Juvlnllo Court 
.liidge was J. Wayne Daly. 

The efforts of the department have 
been In the direction of reforming the 
home. Mr. Blllitirdc In his report says: 

"The pardnt.s ai'o the vital factor.s 
in the home, and when all that has 
been done or is proposed to be done 
for the welfari! or the child Is placed 
in the biilaneo, the preservation of tiio 
home outweighs all the rest. The home 
is the no'^nial i)laco for the clilld, and. 
If he be wayward, the pro]ier place for 
his r<^rorm. Tlio problem, In short, Is 
Lhi^ best method of sa\-iiifT ;ind reform 
tlie home, and therefore the Impressing 
ui)on, and If need be the punishing of, 
careless parents for the (lellngnencl<ja 
of their elilidren, is playing an increas- 
ing Important part in Juvenile Court 
law." 

That the inlUience of the system 
upon the homos has been good would 
seeiu to ho proved by the fact that of 
r,03 casefJ dealt with L'Gl have been aat- 
isfactorily disposed of out of i-ourt. 

"The children," wc are told, "have 
resrioiided to the kindly Influences and 
wise treatment of the Distention Home, 
and ha\e earrii.-(l the'se habits out to 
their own homcB, aatuiilHliing Iheir par- 



ents, thus we are educating both chil- 
dren and parents." 

Of the i02 children cared for at 
the Detention Home we are told that 
only the per cent went buck to their 
old habits. .Tudgo Daly and the supor- 
inteiideiu both ' sp.eak In Warning and 
somewhat despondent tones of the work 
ot the l.'ourt among young girla. 

The Judge says: "Mothers .should 
know who' their children 'ns.soclate with. 
They should be personally acquainted 
with both the girl and boy friends of 
their daughters, Xo ulrl should be al- 
lowed out ;it night unless accompanied 
by some member of her family, or a 
friend well known to the faintb'." 

"I have had to deal with a class of 
girls, altogetlior too numerous, who 
have hpon allowed to drift Into habits 
and conduct of life that were fast 
leading them to the brink or ilestruc- 
tlon. This work htis not been conllned 
to the Court, but at the reiiuest of par- 
ents. I have xislted in.'iny homes in 
order to try and Inlluence girls in 
the rlglu dlrc-tlon liiwarlably 1 find 
this class of girls has for comiianlons 
both young women and young men 
who are unknown to her lamlly and 
j who ii]-e never liiougbt to her home 
She keeps late lioiiis, going to rinks 
and other iilaces of amusement, aiul 
(■onfin),' home when It suits her, accom- 
llianied by a .a-ouub niaii who Is a i)er- 
I feet straufjer to tlie household." 
I It Ik to be fenretl thiit the picture 
j so Rraphic.'illy drawn by Judge Daly 
Is too orten to be seen In our own 
I city and that hl.s warning to mothers 
Is needed everywhere in C'anaila. 
Though ho does not despair of help for 
such young girls the Judge admits that 
the way of reform Is difllcult. In all 
other respects the report is a very 
cheering one and shows that the orga- 
nizations for the help of children in 
the city of Winnipeg are doing splen- 
did v.ork. Those who take an in- 
terest In the reform of children will 
llnd this rcjiort very interesting. It Is 
called "The Child. The Home, The 
Parent and the Sta|te," and Is publish- 
ed at the Legislative Building. Winni- 
peg.

Certainly not the horsomcn, who 
regards It with horror, because hi slim- 
mer It Is hot and Irritating to the 
hoofs, In winter It is converted hy the 
sllglitost frost Into a positive peril, and 
perennially, owing to Its lack ai resili- 
ence and of foothold. It is most dangvr- 
out and destructive to horses' legs and 
Joints. .\ot the motorist, who knows 
the dangers of skidding which is inov- 
Itablo on asphalt after only a shower 
of rain; nor the housholdor wliose Inter- 
ests require a noiseless pavement; and 
certainly not the ratepayer to whom 
It proves, more expeAslve than better 
pavements.

But It win be a gloomy enough scene 
without his late .Majesty, and for 
those fortunate enough to witness that 
wonderful demonstration when Mlnoru 
won last year. 

Death of Augustus Manning.. 

A very severe loss to yachtsmen all 
over the world 1? qavse(,l by the re- 
cent death of Jlr. Augustus Miinnlng, 
in ills 72nd year, liaving but lately 
retired from a ten year's tenure of 
the all important office of senior vice 
president Of the Yacht Racing asso- 
ciation. An engineer by ■profession 
ho possessed a complete technical 
knowledge of t.'io practical and theo- 
retical side of yacht architecture, and 
was himself a yachtsman of no sm^H 
repute. But his great work — a mon- 
uiiu'iu that must survive for all time 
— wa.'i contained 'in his successful ef- 
forts to bring about the establishment 
of the international rule for yacht 
mea.surement, wlilch was followed by 
the establishment of the International 
Yacht Racing union. Tliat great 
achievement of achieving harmony 
from chaos would probably have fallen 
under any other direction, and it was 
the tact, strength and unchallenged 
authority of Mr. Manning which 
brought it to a success. The Inter- 
national rule adopted four years ago 
and now subscribed io by every civi- 
lized nation, gave the death blow to 
"racing maclUne.s" of the slclmming 
dish type, because it is framed on 
tlie principle that you must liulld a 
good .strong hull and one of fairly 
liabitable shain; if you want to win 
prizes. On tho top of this hull you 
pince practically an unrestricted sail 
plan — anything the yacht will carry; 
enormous sails in light weather, 
reefed mainsail and smaller head sails 
In heavy weather. So great has been 
the succe.ss of tho International rule 
this season that no less than 3SS 
vessels will he racing under it, of 
wlilcli o-f are l^rltlsh. There are lio- 
Bldea the three big schooners. Me- 
teor, German la and Westward built 
under it. 

Accident to Brynhlld 
Curiously enough though and at 
present unexplained accident has hap- 
pened to the Nicholson cutter Bryn- 
hlld of the 23 metre International 
ciasd, wliich capsized and sank Mon- 
day week, while racing with Wldto 
JJoather and Shamrock, owned by Mr. 
Myles Kennedy and Sir Thomas I.ip- 
ton respectively. This accident Is 
serious, for it reduces the first class 
cutters (23 metre) to two, tluis en- 
taling a series ot matches, sucli as 
took place last season between these 
two' boats, Brynhlld not being fitted 
out. Brynhlld was designed by Nlcli- 
olson for Sir James Pender, but In her 
first season was beaten by White 
Heather, who carried everything be- 1 
fore her. In the following Kca.son 
Brynhlld was altered and lnipro\'ed, 
but It happened that tiie new Sliani- 
rock IV. arrived on tlie scene and the 
Nicholson cutter had again the worst 
of it. Last season the Brynhlld was 
not fitted out. During the past winter 
some Important alterarfons have been 
made in lier linll, with the; one object 
of increasing buoyancy witli n. coi-re- 
.spondlng increase in sail plan. Ilcr 
keel .was recast and broadened and 
tlie midship Boctlon patlded. It Is ne- 
cessary to wait imiil reports of the 
accident before the cause can bo 
located, but the explanation naturally 
suggests that Brynhlld was carrying 
too much sail In an effort to distance 
the newer craft. Anyway it is tlie 
first considerable failure under the 
International rule. 

Tho Barry-Sullivan- Fiasco 
Columns and columns of the Eng- 
lish sporting press have been %^ken 
up by tho controversy over the dis- 
missal by Guy Nlckalls of Tom Sul- 
livan, trainer to Ernest Barry, who 
next August Is to row Richard Arnst 
on the Zambesi river for 'the. Bciilllng 
championship of tho world. .' It cer- 
tainly does appefJk;, that, pulllvan was 
rot well treated arid that Mr. Nlckalls 
showed the minimum, amount of tact 
and consideratloni However he doubt- 
less thought that a, change was neces- 



sary. J. T. ("Bossy") Phelps of lN»t 
ney has- taken Sulllyan's place, and 
ho is acknowledged to be a most cap- 
able trainer, This controversy has 
yet further dampened the enthusiasm 
of - tho public 'and the subscription list 
Is still very lean. There appears no 
doubt however tliat tho race ' will be 
jjulied oft and Barry Is not to blame 
for the pnfortunate incident. Indeed 
Barry is qiiite of the highest tyije; of 
professional aquatic Bpottsnian.'" ' '

Tlio.reply Vwos, "sevoral," Tliese mills 
had been given the timber first, 
thn condition that thoy should build 
mills to utllizo It. Tills company was 
prepared to build the mill first and only 
obtain the timber conditionally upon its 
continuous operation. 

Mr. Fiumerfelt: "On the condition 
that the government gives you this 
grant, you are ready to. guarantee to 
erect and equip your plant; and 'to op- 
erate It continuously 7" 

"Ye.s," was BIr. Bremner's reply. 

"What if there proved to be no mar- 
ket for your product? Would you ex- 
pect the government to declare your 
land.s forfeited?" '■ ' , 

"Yes." ' . 

".TO that your title would be held in 
trust ?" 

"You might put it liiat way. 

Mr. Fiumerfelt remarked that no gov- 
ernment would peremptorily order tlie 
forfeiture of lands set apart for an in- 
dustry that had made largo Investments 
in its plant. This company In sucli an 
event would como bacii to the govern- 
inont for concossions and assistance in 
its difficulties as otlier.s have done. 

Mr. Bremnor replied that Iwj was 
((ulle ill earnoiit in liis statement of the 
company's position. 

CommiKslonor .Fiumerfelt next Inquired 
if the desired concession would give tlio 
company any advantage over existing 
conipiinlos'.' The reply was no. The 
comjiany would have lands whicli those 
other companies had discarded. These 
other companies had como In at an 
earlier period and had infinitely moro 
favnrubli' opportunities for selection 
when thi'ie were fewer leaseholders in 
u.xi.stenco. 

"Donf you think that the first-comers 
aro entltie<l to some advantages," asked 
Mr. Fiumerfelt? 

"Yes." was the reply, "and wo are 
accepting a distinct disadvantage. Wo 
do not expect more tlian ten tliousand 
feet to tl)o acre, while the otliers will 
havo from tlilrty to forty tliousand f' Ot 
per acre, s;iwmill timber as well as 
liuiping timlier." 

"You regard yourself as heavily hand- 
icapped then?" 

Tile witness said yes. Tlie luindlcop 
would moro tlinn equal twenty-tive per 
cent, on Its face. They were prepared 
to accept it, because tills reserve was 
not so much for the present as for tlie 
future. Present leaseholders were mill- 
ing their timber by taltlng out licenses, 
and all this land was held for in many 
cases was so that mill timber mlglit 
be taken out on a lower basis for pay- 
ment. 

"In regard to cedar and fir what do 
you propose," asked Commissioner Fiu- 
merfelt. 

"Wc would leave that to the govern- 
ment."

Bromner remarked tiiat In any 
event the country would benefit Inci- 
dentally through tho mill bringing la 
population. 

Tho witness was asked if tlie same 
available markets had not been .acces- 
sible to the manufacturers of Quebec 

"From what I hear," said Mr. Brem- 
ner, "the manufacture of fibre has, nut 
been".a success there or In the United 
States, through inexpert direction." 

"Jlr. llaslam states," said Mr. Fluni- 
orfclt,--"that the- pulp lessees should lie 
onooura.^'ed to u.so the waste of tiie 
present timlier nK.Mi?" 

The witnes.s conceded that this might 
be ile.slralile from the government's 
standpoint, hut when it would not pay 
to do tliis, tlio pulp mlii man wouiil 
want to| 1)0 able to fall back upon a 
rc.-illy substantial reserve of virgin 
timber. 

"If you open a limit to log it for 
p$ilp," opined ;.Mr»; Pliunorfolt.. "would not

"Then," said Mr. Fiumerfelt. "there Is 
that drawback. Would- you be agree- 
able to take out a timber license. If any 
milling timber was made use of?" 

"Vos," said Mr. Bremner, 'upon the In- 
itiation of-op'eratlons only."''^'He regn'fd- 
ed his company .is still under a great 
dis.-iclvantaKo In cunipiu-lson with tho 
other cnmpanlc.q.

It was difficult to estimate 
the uumher of employees, but the coni- 
ininy Wiis iirejiaied to give a guarantee 
tiiat no Oriental labor would be em- 
ployed, Th,; question had heiMi asked 
what would liaiipen to tiie iiianl If 
soniethin.g in the future should take tho 
placo of tlbre. It was hard to look into 
tiio future, but If tho manufacture of 
wood lihro went out tile company would 
probably go In for the making of what- 
ever tocdv it.s piaci'. The main tiling 
entering into the sulphide Industry was 
expert itiunvledge. Success altogetlier 
depended upon tho efficiency of tile ex- 
pert in charge.

LONDON, May 31— At today's ses- 
sloa of the emigration conference 
convened under the auspices of tin.

They wanted people physic- 
ally and morally without blemish — 
those who illd not drink, did not tell 
lies nor intend to tell lies, did not 
covet their neighbors' land, and who 
had some agricultural knowledge and 
capital. Ho did not blamo the colon- 
ies when he remomliiired that this 
country was fool enouKli to part with 
evorylhUiK after tliey had foURlit for 
these territories at tromeiulous co.st 
of blood and trea.sure without l;ee|)- 
Ing a "taj,'" on them. lie did nut 
blame the colonies if tliey toolc .-ul- 
vantaye of fools, as ail tin; ^vorld did, 
but ho would like to see the unearned 
increment value of land set aside for 
emigr;itlon luirijoses.

Will Be Overhauled at Sound 
Port and Proceed to Van- 
couver and North to Run Be- 
tween Rupert and Stewart 



l-'ir-'U of the steamers of tlie lleeta 
thiit are to lie lor tlie tiraiul Trunk 
Pacific Oonii)any. t!io Prince Alburt, 
cx- Bruno, roacliod Koyal Roads yes- 
terday morning alter a long voyage 
from Hull, where she was purchased 
from tlie Wilson line of Hull, for ser- 
vice between Prince Ri-port, Stewart, 
aiul Quoou Charlotte islaiuls. Tlie 
Prince Albert did not come into tills 
port. After passing quaraiitiiu: at 
William lltad she anchored in Roval 
Roads, and In the afternoon proceed- 
ed to Seattle. Orders were given to 
tlie I'rince Albert on an-ival here to 
proceed to tho Sound port to dock, 
and the vessel will then go to Van- 
couver, wlioro Capt. llogstoJt will dc- 
lU'er tlie vessel and proceed back to 
England, from where he is .under con- 
tract to take two new steamern out to 
Calluo for ttie Grace line. 

The Prince Albert made the voy- 
age from Hull to Victoria in Gti days 
14 hours. She left Hull on March 25th 
and proceeded to St. Vincent, arriving 
April 4tli and sailing the following 
(lay. The Strait of Magellan was 
reached on April 27th, when the Prince 
Albert i)assed Cape Virgin at 11 p. 
m., and ,the run from Atlantic to 
Pacific were made In four days and 
a half. Coronel was reached on May 
4th, and some delay occurred there 
owing to holidays, the steamer pro- 
ceeding after bunkerin.-j on May 7th. 
She ,caiTie direct from the Chilian 
port,'^ encountering heavy northerly 
winds tvhen north ^^of the line. ' 

Saw the Comet 

On May 16th, Capt. Hogstcdt re- 
ports he had a wonderful view of tho 
comet. The Prince Albert was in 3,48 
south, flS.39 west, and at 5 a. m. tho 
tail of the comet showed for seventy 
degrees, brilliant as a distant search- 
light. In the Straits of Magellan the 
broken bow and part of a most of the 
wreck (fi: a small vessel, in appear- 
ance a yacht, was sighted. This was 
obviously a new wreck. Nothing was 
learned as to how it was lost. 

The Prince Albert, which was built 
In 1S92 as the ^Bruno for T. Wilson 
Sons & Co., of Hull, was one of the 
"Parrot' line, so called because of their 
greenluills and red stacks, and ran 
from Hull to tho Baltic and Hamburg. 
She is a steel screw steamer of 841 
tons gross, 424 tons net registered 
tonnage, with one deck and two tiers 
of beams. She Is a two-masted ves- 
sel with a bridge deck extended well 
aft, and a well forward. The dimen- 
sions are 2;!2 feet long, 30 feet beam, 
and 14.1 feet deep. She is engined 
witli triple expan.sion engines with 
cylinders 23 1-2, 35 and 57 inches in 
diameter with 33 inch stroke. For 
her new owners new boilers were put 
in the steamer at Hull at a cost of 
$30,000, and some alterations were 
made. lOlectric light and other re- 
(luiremcnts lor the coasting trade 
wore added. She did fourteen to fif- 
teen knots with her old boiler, and 
Capt. Hog.stedt is satisfied she will 
av('rago fifteen knots in her new ser- 
vice. .She will run between Prince 
Rupert, Stewart and the Queen Char- 
lotte i.siands. 

Capt. Waymontli, now in command 
oC the steamer Ileiirlette, is to take 
charge of the Prince Albert as soon 
as .she is delivered at Vancouver by 
Capt. llogsteilt, and Cliief Engineer 
Wil.son, R. X. R., who hag been In 
charge of the machinerj' since 1897, 
will remain as chief engineer, and :i 
number oC the crew who brought the 
vessel out will ])robably remain.

VAXCOUVKR. .May ;!L— Persons 
once rejected bv an immigration of fl- 
eer, and who later enter Canada with- 
out official perrniaslon arc aubjept to 
arrest, and on conviction, to two years 
imprisonment to bo deported at the 
jexplratlon Of that; term. 

For the'wlojed .(Violation of this 
filauso In the new Canadian Inimlgra- 
tlon act, which came into force on 
May -1, Jlinnie Parkins and Rose 
Parkes. alias Jlrs. Ewing, of Seattle 
are hero under arrest after a lively 
chase from Seattle to Prince Rupert 
nnd back to Vancouver. Tho magla- 
trate today granted a reniand to en- 
able the prosecution to sociti'e neces- 
sar.v witnesses.
